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TREASURER’S REPORT 
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TAX COLLECTOR’S REPORT 
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REPORT OF THE TOWN CLERK 


The Town Clerk is responsible for keeping records of the 
town including minutes of town meetings, election records, 
licenses issued, vital statistics and recording and discharging 
of financial statements. 


Each year the clerks work and responsibilities change with 
the enactment of new legislation. To enable me to keep abreast 
of the changes, I have attended the meetings of the Maine 
Town & City Clerks Association and completed a course in 
Municipal Records and Documents at EMVTI. 


If you are nearing retirement age, I would like to suggest 
that you make sure that you have a record of your birth. In the 
event that you don’t, the process of obtaining a delayed birth 
record could delay your plans. The process is rather easy, ' 
provided you have the necessary documents for presentation 
to the Vital Statistics Division of the Department of Health & 
Welfare. My office is willing to help you with with this matter. 


Applications for complimentary licenses to Maine residents 
70 or older for hunting and fishing may be obtained from my 
office. However, since January 1, 1974, there has been a 
change in the issuing procedure. Two kinds of licenses are 
available: fishing, and a combination hunting-and-fishing. The 
applicant should complete all parts required of him, and then 
present it to the clerk for signature. Then the applicant has to 
mail the form to the Fish & Game Department. For the 
combination license, the applicant must present to the clerk 
proof of at least 20/60 vision in one eye. A valid Maine driver’s 
license will be acceptable as proof of vision. If the applicant 
doesn’t have a current driver’s license, he must take the 
application to a physician or optometrist for signature. Proof of 
vision is not required for the fishing license alone. The 
requested license will be issued by the Augusta office, and the 
application must be filled out completely or it will be returned.

Problems with the old sewers in town have continue to 
plague us during the past year. Since no federal funds for 
sewer construction have been made available the project to 
construct a sewer on Lebonon Road between Oak and Whig 
Streets has had to be shelved for the time being.

To the Citizens of the Town of Winterport: 


It gives me great pleasure to present my fifth annual report 
to the citizens of Winterport on the operation of the Leroy H. 
Smith School in School Administrative District No. 22 for the 
school year 1973. 


The student enrollment at the time of this report is 435. Once 
again this is a drop in enrollment from last year. Whether this 
will be a continuing trend or not is hard to predict. The 
enrollment by grades is as follows:

Grade 1 49 
Grade 2 40 
Grade 3 59 
Grade 4 48 
Grade 5 44 
Grade 6 59 
Grade 7 44 
Grade 8 49 
Special Class 6 


Personnel changes were few this year. Mrs. Carla Leathem 
replaced Mr. Theo Bragdon in Special Education. Mrs. Sharon 
Wood resigned her Kindergarten position because of her 
husband’s acceptance of a position in New Hampshire. Mrs. 
Rebecca Mailloux who taught second grade last year took over 
the Kindergarten position and Mrs. Pamela Kirby was hired to 
fill the second grade vacancy. Miss Linda Bigwood was hired 
to replace Mr. Phil Downs in grade 5, who left to accept a 
principalship. 


New itinerant personnel this year were Mr. John Haskell 
who replaced Mr. Jerry Findlen in vocal music. Miss Gail 
Dansereau was hired for the newly created position of Speech 
Therapist for the District. Mrs. Cynthia Morse replaced Mrs. 
Charlene Barton as the District Art Supervisor. 


Our school program is somewhat the same as last year, 
although we are continually evaluating our present program 
as well as new ones. After a year study, a new science 
program was put into the curriculum for grades one through 
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six. It was found that our old science program was quite out- 
dated. The new program is basicly a lab approach in the 
teaching of science concepts. It is hoped by next year, this 
same program will be extended into grades seven and eight. 


I am beginning to see more parent participation within the 
school this year. I do hope it will be a continuing trend. If we 
are to provide the best possible education for our children 
today, the school and the home must work together to reach 
this goal. 


The children of the community continue to do the community 
proud in their achievements, both academically and 
athletically. It is hoped that all the citizens of the community 
continue to support their efforts. 


It should be noted here that the reality of a ball field for the 
school did not pan out as expected. Although, the project was 
not scrapped completely, it was found that the money 
appropriated by the citizens would not be adequate to do the 
job desired in this particular area. At present, other locations 
are being looked at. 


The school was once again very fortunate to receive another 
sum of money from Mr. Hulbert W. Tripp of New York to be 
used within the school library. A gift such as this enhances our 
library program tremendously for the children of the school, as 
well as for the teachers. 


My thanks are also extended to the other citizens of the 
community who have donated books and historical items to the 
school. 


It is without a doubt that our library is one of the busiest 
places in the school. At present, we are finding it very difficult 
to expand our library program because of space limitations. It 
is hoped in the near future that this problem can be overcome 
and we will be able to better serve the needs of the students 
and teachers during the school day. 


Your school continues to ‘“‘stand tall’ through the efforts of 
the custodial staff. No major changes were made within the 
building this year other than the normal summer maintenance 
program carried on each summer. 


We continue to have-a fine school through the efforts of 
many.

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FIRE DEPARTMENT 


To the Citizens of Winterport: 


This, my first year as Fire Chief, has proved to be most 
rewarding. We are fortunate to have many dedicated men who 
strive to continue to build a well organized fire department. I 
wish to thank all the firemen for their time and effort in the 
service of the town. | 

Realizing that a fireman should not practice at a fire and 
that a fireman should be able to use any piece of equipment 
without hesitation, a training officer was appointed. Training 
sessions were held on a regular basis beginning in May, 1973. 
Eight drills were conducted by the department. The members 
of the department attended these sessions on a voluntary basis 
without monetary remuneration. The drills covered a variety 
of fire-fighting situations, tactics, and maneuvers. At these 
sessions every fireman had an opportunity to work with the 
equipment in order to perfect his skills and improve efficiency. 


There were a number of pumping drills involving pumping 
from a hydrant, drafting from a pond, pumping in relay, 
pumping long distances and using the fire trucks to pump at 
their best advantage in different combinations. The fire 
department was given a house to burn and this opportunity 
was used to practice various firefighting techniques used in 
extinguishing dwelling fires. Other drills were devoted to 
automobile fires, the use of self-contained breathing 
apparratus, and fireground operations. 217 man-hours were 
devoted to training. 

- The department wishes to extend it’s appreciation and 
thanks to the townspeople for their support. The new fire 
station is a symbol of progress in a growing community, a 
symbol to be proud of. We invite everyone to visit the new 
facility soon.

SUBDIVISION REVIEW 
PROCEDURES 


The Planning Board or municipal officers shall require 
applications for subdivision approval to include the following 
information as a basis for their review and approval: (See Title 
30, M.R.S.A., Section 4956). 


A. Subdivision Plan 


1. The plan of the proposed subdivisions shall be submitted in 
four (4) copies of one or more maps or drawings with all 
dimensions shown in feet or decimals of a foot, drawn to a 
scale of one inch equals not more than one hundred (100) feet, 
showing or accompanied by the following information: 


a. Proposed name or identifying title and name of munici- 
ality. 


b. Name and address of record owner, subdivider and 
designer of subdivision plan. 


c. Deed description and map or survey of tract boundrary 
made and certified by a registered land surveyor, tied into 
established reference points and showing true north point and 
graphic scale. 


d. The provisions of the zoning ordinance applicable to the 
area to be subdivided and any zoning district boundaries 
affecting the subdivisions. 


e. Number of acres within the proposed subdivision, 
location of property lines, existing easements, buildings, water 
courses and other essential existing natural features. 


f. The names of all property owners and/or subdivisions 
immediately adjacent to the proposed subdivision. 


g. The proposed lot lines with approximate dimensions and 
suggested location of buildings. 
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h. The location of temporary markers adequate to enable 
ready location and appraisal of the basic layout in the field 


i. All parcels of land to be dedicated to public use and 
conditions of such dedication. 


j. The location of all natural features or site elements to be 
preserved. 


2. Before granting any special exceptions the Planning Board 
may seek advisory opinions from the Regional Planning 
Commission, Department of Environmental Protection, Land 
Use Regulation Commission, State Planning Office, Soil and 
Water Conservation District, or other local, regional, or State 
agency, but in any event decisions must be rendered in 
accordance with the time provisions of Title 30, M.R.S.A., § 
2151, §§4C (4). 


E. Recording of Decisions 


1. Accurate minutes of all meetings of the Planning Board 
and Board of Appeals shall be kept as a public record. 


2. All decisions of the Planning Board and the Board of 
Appeals, and the reasons therefore, shall be made available to 
the applicant and public in written form and be included in the 
minutes.

TOWN OF WINTERPORT 
For the Year Ended December 31, 1973 


An audit of the financial records maintained by the Town 
Manager, Selectmen, Assessors, and other town officers has 
been completed for the year ended December 31, 1973. The 
results are incorporated in the following texts, exhibits and 
schedules. 


Operational Results: 


The fiscal year’s operation showed that net departmental 
balances exceeded overdrafts by $1,398.77 per the following 
summary: 


Departmental Accounts 


Unexpended balances $ 16,793.07 
Overdrafts 15,394.30 
Net unexpended balances $ 1,398.77 


The cash balance was $107,557.26 at December 31, 1973. 
This amount consisted of $29,559.64 in Demand Deposits, 
$77 ,697 .62 in Time Deposits and $300.00 in petty cash, which 
was counted. 


Accounts receivable $440.51 consisted of $281.05 due from 
State of Maine and other Municipalities for welfare 
expenditures and $159.46 from miscellaneous old accounts. 


Tax receivables of $52,465.74 of which $44,783.27 
represented current year accounts. The remaining balance 
consisted of accounts dating from 1969. Tax liens amounted to 
$13,904.31. 


Liabilities, Reserves and Surplus: 


General Fund liabilities consisted of accounts payable of 
$422.83. 


Reserves of $29,944.88 was made up of Federal Revenue 
Sharing of $29,394.74 and State Revenue Sharing of $550.14. 
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The unappropriated surplus amounted to $124,122.49 an 
increase of $11,669.46. This change was_ occasioned 
principally by the unappropriated excise taxes lapsed to 
surplus. 


Scope: 


Count of cash was made and reconciled with current 
recorded receipts. The system of internal control was 
reviewed as pertained to the handling of cash and other 
matters of financial concern. External verifications were 
utilized, on a test basis, to determine the correctness of 
recorded assets. 


An analysis was made of the treasurer’s receipts and 
deposits as well as expenditures and bank charges. Vouchers, 
payrolls and cancelled checks supporting expenditures were 
checked for a selected period. 


The records of the annual town meeting were reviewed and 
matters concerning finances were verified with the accounting 
records. Excise tax computations and collections were 
checked on a test basis. Bond coverage was examined. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules pertaining 
to the financial status of the town. Audit procedures were 
followed to the extent deemed necessary to develop these 
statements. 


It is believed, subject to the foregoing comments, that the 
accompanying statements and supporting information present 
fairly the financial position of the town at December 31, 1973 
and the results of its operation for the year then ended.
